The State of Our Nation’s Families 


A landmark Statistics Canada survey of 23,000 
children found 83 per cent of kids under 12 years lived 
in a two-parent family in 1994. Only 16.5 per cent 
lived with a single parent. The survey says that, on 
the whole, Canada’s 4.67 million children are growing 
up healthy, emotionally well balanced, and well 
educated compared with children in other countries. 
This portrait of Canadian childhood contains the first 
results of Statistics Canada’s National Longitudinal 
Survey of Children and Youth which will track 23,000 
children every two years until adulthood. It identifies 
some risk factors such as premature birth, single 
parents and dysfunctional or negative parents. The 
results of the survey will be published in a document 


called Growing up in Canada.

The vast majority of Canadian children are growing up 
happy and healthy, according to a major new study by 
the Canadian Council on Social Development entitled 
The Progress of Canada’s Children, 1996. Katherine 
Scott, the project director, stated that “The majority of 
Canadian kids are doing well, and the reason they are 
doing well is because government, communities and 
families have put an enormous investment into the 
well-being of our children. Our concern is that there 
are a number of danger signs on the horizon, and 
without continued investment in public education, 
health programs and other community services, the 
well-being of kids today could actually deteriorate in 
the future.” The discouraging signs were: one in five 
children live in poverty; parents in two-parent families 
are having increased difficulty balancing their work 
and family responsibilities; the number of single- 
parent families are increasing; nearly 6 per cent of 
babies have low birth weights, violent crimes by 
youths aged 12 to 17 have doubled between 1986 and 
1992, and the teen-age suicide rate has soared in the 
past 30 years.

1. Describe your responsibilities and role in the 
Hamilton-Wentworth Regional Public Health 
Department. 


My role as a teaching health unit cross-appointee in 
the Healthy Lifestyles Branch is divided into three 
general categories; research, service and education. 
While the intent for this position is to focus on 
research, it is often difficult to distinguish between 
research, service and education because they easily 
blend together - and it is my hope that with time, they 
will blend. An example is program evaluation. While 
it may start out as a service activity, evaluation 
projects can easily evolve into interesting research 
projects. 


As a graduate faculty member in the Department of 
Family Studies at the. University of Guelph, | will 
participate in the educational experiences of graduate 
students. This will involve advising graduate students 
in the Applied Human Nutrition program, teaching 
graduate courses, and identifying opportunities for 
students to do research/practicum work in the 
community. | will also be participating in continuing 
education opportunities for public health employees. 
This winter | will be talking about the Transtheoretical 
Model with members of the Heart Health Planning 
Group. 


2. What were your accomplishments and 
activities before joining our Department? 


| am not new to public health in Ontario. | worked as 
a public health nutritionist at the North Bay and District 
Health Unit from 1987 to 1993. | returned to the 
University of Guelph to pursue a Ph.D. and a career 
in community health research because | felt that to 
encourage behaviour change, we needed a better 
understanding of the complexity of health behaviour. 
| completed my Ph.D. in December, 1996. 


To date, | have used the Transtheoretical Model (aka 
the Stages of Change Model) to guide my 
investigations of eating behaviour and the process of 
eating behaviour change. | have been fortunate to be 
able to work and study at the University of Rhode 
Island (URI) with seminal thinkers in this area. My 
keen interest in measurement was sparked by my 
experiences at URI. 


3. What are you presently working on in your new 
position and what do you plan to work on in 
the future? 


The Department has identified the development of a 
community-wide heart health initiative as a priority for 
programming. There will be numerous opportunities 
to both do research and provide service within the 
context of this program. ' may advise, for example, 
on theoretical frameworks that will be employed to 
guide program development and evaluation, and 
participate in the identification and/or development of 
instruments used in the evaluation. No doubt 
numerous interesting questions will arise during the 
course of this program, and | am looking forward to 
the opportunity to search for answers to these 
questions through research projects that will enhance 
the practice of public health. 


| am working on a project with Nutrition Promotion 
Program staff that will contribute to the community 
wide heart health program. We have recently 
received SEED funding from the Teaching Health Unit 
to do preliminary work toward the development of 
scales that measure dietary fat reduction strategies 
(e.g. substituting lower fat foods for higher fat foods, 
using low fat food preparation methods, etc.). An 
understanding of fat reduction strategies will assist in 
the design of interventions and intervention tools that 
are appropriately behaviourally focussed. A 
measurement model for low fat eating behaviour will 
also be valuable for use in the evaluation of 
intervention programs. Outcome _ evaluation 
measures that are consistent with messages 
delivered during an intervention are likely to be more 
meaningful than measures of change in actual 
nutrient intake. The first stage of this research 
project is a qualitative study to identify the dimensions 
of fat reduction strategies among ethnic groups in the 
Regional Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth.

Health Effectiveness Project Database

The Public Health Effectiveness Project of the 
Hamilton-Wentworth Regional Public Health 
Department produces and makes available systematic 
overviews on the effectiveness of various public 
health interventions. This research team also 
maintains a physical and electronic database of over 
3,700 research and discussion articles for use by 
public health staff, managers and policy-makers. 


Beginning in 1997, the Community Health Nurses’ 
Interest Group of the Registered Nurses’ Association 
of Ontario has generously provided additional support 
for search, retrieval and copying services for 
practitioners and managers looking for articles from 
the database describing, evaluating or discussing 
specific public health nursing interventions. Searches 
have been conducted on such diverse interventions 
as needle exchange programs, home visiting, peer 
involvement, and community - and school-based 
interventions. 


The Public Health Effectiveness Database is a 
valuable resource for public health practitioners, 
managers and policy makers because it is current and 
comprehensive. The database is updated monthly, 
using a broad search strategy with a variety of 
techniques. By hand searching key public health 
journals, searching MEDLINE and CINAHL databases, 
and contacting key informants, the Public Health 
Effectiveness database provides up-to-date, 
contemporary information on a wide variety of public 
health interventions. 


To have a search completed, you can call the Public 
Health Effectiveness Project Coordinator, Ginny 
Brunton. After defining and completing the search on 
Reference Manager software, the resulting references 
will be faxed to you for review. The cover sheet of the 
fax includes a very brief evaluation of the service, 
which may be completed and mailed or faxed back to 
the Public Health Effectiveness Project. After 
reviewing the search results and retrieving articles 
through your own library system, you can fax the 
Public Health Effectiveness Project for those articles 
you want but can’t get. Return the search results 


sheet indicating which articles are needed. These 
articles will be mailed. Turn around time for this 
process varies from same day to one week, 
depending on need and resources available. 


Through the generous support of the Hamilton- 
Wentworth Regional Public Health Department, 
Community Health Nurses’ Interest Group and 
Registered Nurses’ Association of Ontario, the Public 
Health Effectiveness Project is continuing to make 
available valuable information for practitioners and 
managers. In this way, you can have the best 
information possible to support the challenging and 
innovative work of public health.

The Central West Food Safety Evaluation 
Project

A Food Safety Evaluation initiative has been 
undertaken by the Central West Food Safety Network 
Committee representing local public health inspectors. 
The project is being supported by the Central West 
Health Planning Information Network. Sandy Isaacs, 
field epidemiologist withthe Laboratory Centre for 
Disease Control, is acting as the project coordinator. 
Both Tom Abernathy and Jeff Wilson, Laboratory 
Centre for Disease Control and the University of 
Guelph, are collaborators on the project. 


All seven Central West Health Units are participating 
in the evaluation. The project focuses on the role of 
the public health inspector in reducing food-borne 
disease. The project has adopted the model 
supported by CWHPIN for conducting program 
evaluations. A literature review and secondary data 
analyses of the Reportable Disease Information 
System information are being conducted to address 
the need for food safety programming. Information on 
current practice, practice expectations and practice 
alternatives for public health inspectors regarding food 
safety are being investigated through a survey of 
public healthy inspectors and their supervisors. A 


survey of restaurant operators is scheduled for 
January, 1997 to investigate their needs and 
perceptions concerning the role of the public health 
inspector. 


The results of the above will be used to develop a 
proposed alternative role for public health inspectors 
regarding food safety. Depending on the availability 
of resources, and a feasibility review with the various 
project partners, a comparative trial may be planned 
for some time in 1997/98. The trial will test the 
proposed alternative role against other existing 
strategies applied by public health inspectors for 
reducing the risk of food-borne disease. 


The project is an excellent example of collaboration 
among the central west health units. The project is 
endorsed by the Ministry of Health. The potential of 
this research for influencing program policy, at least 
locally, is recognized enthusiastically by all 
participants.

Consumer Involvement in the Planning and 


a Evaluation of Parent-Child Program Services

The objective of this research project is to determine 
if Hamilton-Wentworth residents are satisfied with 
programs and services offered by public health nurses 
(Parent-Child Program) in the Regional Public Health 
Department. Of specific interest are: where parents 
seek information about pregnancy and parenting, what 
sources of information that parents use are most 
helpful, what services provided by the Department do 
parents use, and what issues do parents think public 
health nurses should address? 


Parents with young children were asked to complete 
questionnaires as they came out of grocery stores and 
food banks. In total, 159 citizens completed 
questionnaires at 13 food banks and grocery stores. 
Literature on consumerism and empowerment was 
reviewed. Results from the National Longitudinal 
Survey of (Canadian) Children and Youth (see page 


ea 2) were reviewed and used to guide the analysis and 


discussion. 


Respondents identified that they most frequently 
access information through family doctors, books, and 
family members. Services offered by the Department 
that are most often used by respondents include: 
prenatal classes, home visits by public health nurses, 
and dental services. Citizens identified that 
breastfeeding, child abuse prevention, child safety, 
health information, nutrition and parenting are the 
most important issues for public health nurses to help 
them with. Recommendations for program planning 
were made based on Survey responses.

The Challenge of developing a smoke-free 
by-law within a Regional Municipality

In Ontario, the Tobacco Control Act allows a regional 
municipality to exercise the power to pass a tobacco 
control by-law with the approval of the majority of the 
municipalities. On May 30, 1995, Regional Council 
directed the Hamilton-Wentworth Regional Public 
Health Department to develop a regional tobacco 
control by-law. However, Regional Council did not get 
the endorsement of the six area municipalities to 
empower them in regulating smoking in public places 
and workplaces. Three municipalities indicated that 
smoking by-laws should remain the responsibility of 
the municipality, and two indicated that current 
restrictions were sufficient. 


The Regional Public Health Department proceeded 
with a telephone survey (1995 Hamilton-Wentworth 
Health Survey) to assess public attitudes about 
smoking in public places. The survey examined 
support for different public places becoming smoke- 
free, attitudes and behaviours’ related to 
environmental tobacco smoke in restaurants and 
bars, attitudes and expectations about smoking in the 
workplace, smoking status, and a variety of 
socioeconomic variables, in addition to other lifestyle 
information. The Department also undertook a 
“smoke-free for a day’ restaurant campaign, for the 
purposes of (a) increasing public awareness of survey 
results, (b) collecting further data, and c) building 
public support for smoke-free res‘aurants. 


The RPHD contracted with the Institute for Social 


ee 


Research at York University to conduct a randomized, 
digit dialing telephone survey of 1047 households in 
Hamilton-Wentworth. The Department used the 
results of the survey, as well as the smoke-free 
restaurant campaign, as the basis of a communication 
campaign to inform the public and local politicians 
about high public support for smoke-free public 
places. 


Results of the survey demonstrated that the majority 
of respondents (largely regular municipal voters) 
supported smoke-free public places (71%) and 
smoke-free workplaces (72%). Public support for 
smoke-free restaurants varied (68% versus 85%) 
depending upon the format of the question, but were 
consistent across different methods of data collection, 
that is, telephone survey versus restaurant survey. 


Communication strategies to influence public and 
political opinions will be discussed in the context of 
the challenges faced working within a_ two-tier 
government structure. Special emphasis will be 
placed on re-framing a tobacco control by-law as a 
high priority health issue of public concern, rather than 
a regional versus municipal governmental issue.

School Health Tobacco Use Audit: 
Hamilton-Wentworth Experience

Three Hamilton-Wentworth schools worked 
collaboratively with community partners on a pilot 
project to prevent tobacco use by young people. The 
project framework was based on the comprehensive 
school health approach, which is strongly supported 
by health education research. The School Health 
Tobacco Use Audit was part of the program 
development process for the participating schools. 
The Audit was developed in June 1994 by the Health 
Behaviour Research Group at the University of 
Waterloo with funding from the Ministry of Health. 
The Audit provided the school-based project with data 
for assessing adolescent attitudes, knowledge and 
behaviours concerning tobacco use as well as 
marijuana and alcohol use. 


The School Health Tobacco Use Audit was used by 
the school-based project to collect baseline data for 


developing targeted educational and awareness 
strategies in the participating schools. It also provided 
a way for the project to assess student attitudes, 
knowledge and behaviours over time. 


The School Health Tobacco Use Audit was 
administered to all grade 6-9 classes at the three 
participating schools in November 1995. School staff 
and students also provided feedback and 
recommendations regarding question readability and 
questionnaire administration. An administration guide, 
developed by the Health Behaviour Research Group, 
was adapted by the school-based project for use in 
the elementary and secondary schools. The School 
Health Tobacco Use Audit was re-administered in May 
1996 to all grades 6-8 classes in order to compare the 
data and detect changes in behaviour. 


Eighty-three percent (n=430) of grade 6-9 students at 
the participating schools completed the audit in 
November 1995. A variety of strategies were used to 
disseminate the results to students, staff and the 
surrounding community. Problems with certain 
questions and with the administration of the Audit 
were identified and shared with the Health Behaviour 
Research Group. Eighty-eight percent (n=243) of 
grade 6-8 students completed the Audit in May 1996. 


The School Health Tobacco Use Audit provided both 
the school-based project and the Health Behaviour 
Research Group with valuable information for 
surveying students and for planning comprehensive 
school health initiatives.

The objective of this project was to examine attitudes 
of citizens of Hamilton-Wentworth — regarding 
breastfeeding. A survey tool was developed and 
piloted for this project as part of World Breastfeeding 
Week. Of specific interest are: perceived support and 
comfort with breastfeeding in public, workplace 
support for breastfeeding, influence of the media on 


eee ee) 


breastfeeding attitudes, awareness of community 
breastfeeding supports, and citizen demand for a 
breastfeeding peer support model. Public health 
nurses, hospital nurses, and family physicians 
conducted the survey at rotating mall displays in 
Hamilton. During World Breastfeeding Week, 295 
citizens participated in this study. A detailed literature 
review on relevant breastfeeding issues was 
incporporated into the data interpretation. 


Breastfeeding rates of female respondents with 
children varied from 0% (less than 18 years of age), 
50% (18-21 years of age), 92% (22-45 years of age). 
Low-income women (annual family income less than 
$15,000) had breastfeeding initiation rates of 58% 
versus 92% for women with family incomes greater 
than $15,000. Respondents identified that there is a 
perceived lack of support for breastfeeding by the 
malls and restaurants in our community. 
Respondents also felt that there was a lack of 
breastfeeding role models in the media. There was 
strong support for a breastfeeding peer support 
model. There was a perceived lack of workplace 
support for breastfeeding. Women with children or 
those with higher income had a higher knowledge of 
breastfeeding community resources. Based on the 
results of this survey, policy and program planning 
recommendations were made. Revisions to the 
survey tool were made for future use.
